armed resistance, against injustice. 


Where's a cookie? by Missy Kulik (Zines K85w 1999) 


Missy's comic tells the story of a bunny searching for a cookie in 
unlikely places, from a flower pot to under their bed, until they 
finally find one in the oven. The zine is made up of black and white 
drawings, with handwritten text.

This string-bound minizine reprints 
PETA lists of companies that do and do not test on animals. Layla 
also writes about her cats Ernie and Thirsty, and the zine includes a 
"KITTY MAGIK" bookmark.
